This specific mode of action is subject to the development of resistant strains of fungi.
Fungal pathogens can develop resistance to products with the same mode of action d,
when used repeatedly. Mancozeb has a multi-site mode of action. Because resistance
development cannot be predicted, use of this product should conform to resistance ' c.c
